Sixteen Persona Killed and 709 Injured 


in Celebrating— LOM by Fire

. Chicago, Jnly 5—The foregcing. is an 
accurate statement of deaths and inju- 
lies resulting from fireworks celebrations 
in sixty-one American . cities yesterday 
obtained by The Tribune from its eo'r- 
re&pondents and the police officials up to 
midnight. In Chicago, New York, Boa 
ton and Philadelphia, where the total 
casualties ot one day's Fourth, of July 
patriotism had not been collected, it is 
supposed the list ia still far from cpm.- 
plete. 


In these sixty-seven cities the total 


losses from fires resulting directly from 
Fourth of July explosives were $74,000. 
Of this amount $50,000 covers a fire- 
works accident at Frankfort, Ky. 


Of the total of 700 accidents result- 


ing in injury to human life, 166 were 
directly due to firecrackers and torpe- 
does. AH except three of these injur- 
ies resulted from 
celebrating yester- 


day. The New York accident, in which 
three were hurt,, occurred the preced- 
ing day in a fireworks stock. 


Of this appaling Hat of injured 159 


,were hurt in powder explosions, part 
of them in firing anvils in the smaller 
towns.

The deadly toy pistol inflicted 105 


out of 152 injuries by firearms. The 
total of toy pistols injuries was con- 
siderably greater, but the police re- 
ports did 
not'i distinguish between 


these and firearms of other descrip 
lions. There were .87 toy cannon ac- 
cidents and 39 skyrocket accidents in 
87 cities.

HAS'KEPT GROWING NICELY. 


Maturity of Winter Wheat and Rye 


Is Fast 
Approaching—Oats and 


Barley Are In a Bad Way—Haying 
Progressing Rapidly But Is a Short 
Crop—Tobacco Good, 


The official weather bulletin for the 


week ending last night is as follows: 


The average temperature for the 


week ranged from 75 degrees over the 
central portion of the state to 56 de- 
grees along 
Lake 
Superior. • The 


week opened with, high temperature 
over the entire state,' but this condi- 
tion waa quickly followed by decided- 
ly cool weather, especially in the north- 
ern and central counties, where the 
temperature fell to freezing 
point in 


many localities on Friday and 
Satur- 


day nights, Damaging frosts occurred 
in exposed places, killing or seriously 
injuring gardens, and several instances 
are reported where fields of corn, po- 
tatoes and field peas were almost to 
tally destroyed. 
; 


Local rains 
occurred during 
the 


latter part of the week in many locali- 
ties, but the distribution waa quite un- 
even, and there are many sections o* the 
state where no rain has fallen, for sev- 
eral weeks. The heaviest rains occurred 
along the western border, including La 
Crosse and Vernon counties, where the 
iptal for the week amounted to about 
two iucbfSi 
ID , tfee northwestern sec- 


tion thS rainfall was very light and re- 
ports of the crop condition are discour- 
aging in the extreme. 


The drought has not seriously injured 


the corn crop generally, except the late 
plantings, mucb of which failed to ger- 


• minate. The fields are mostly clean, and 


where the moisture has been conserved 
by light cultivation the crop has been 
kept growing, nicely. 


The dry weather has hastened the 


maturity of winter wheat and ryo, and 
. they are generally ready for harvesting. 
The straw is very short, but the heads 
are fairly well filled. 


The drought has seriously' interferred 


with the growth of oats and barley, the 
stand being very short and generally 
thin. There is considerable complaint 
of oats rusting. 


Haying ia progressing rapidly. 
The 


crop is very -light and many farmers are 
cutting oats for feed. 
Marsh hay is 


said to be fairly good. - 


In the northwestern counties the past- 


ure lands are bare and farmers are sell 
ing stock on account of lack of feed. 
In the Western and contral counties the 
recent rains have caused a decided im- 
provement in pastures. 


Tobacco. has made good progress 


although rain is badly needed in many 
localities. 


The prospect for apples is not so etv 


couraging as a few weeks ago, The dry 
weather has caused the fruit to fall 
badly and will probably 
injure 
the

SIX MEN BLOWN TO ATOMS.

Tank Explosion.

Pai-kersburg, W. Va., July 5.— Six 


men were killed and fifty three in- 
jured, thirteen seriously, hy the ex- 
plosion of! a car tank containing 6,000 
gallons of oil, in the Ohio River rail- 
read yards here. The dead: George 
Chalk, fireman; J. H. .-Hamilton, gen- 
eral superintendent of the Ohio River 
railroad; E. Lalime, master mechanic; ' 
Charles Mohler, yavdmaster; Xradley 
Reeves, freight brakeman; G. O. Shan- 
non, known as "Dick," extra train dis- 
patcher. 
The seriously injured are: 


Jim Bayland, day yard conductor; 
Geo. Bradford, fireman, badly burned; 
Will Carr, engineer; J. C. Cheuvront, 
yard engineer; George Coleman, round- 
house foreman; P. B. Dickson, fireman; 
George Huff, fireman; E. T. Hull, 
wrecking foreman; E. D. Kelley, yard 
brakeman; John' Ruth, fireman; Jim 
Ruth, fireman, will die; Charles Smith, 
fireman; T. J. Stafford, night yard- 
master. 


The oilcar tank was standing' on the 


yard track, ready for shipment, when 
engine "No. 26, pulling fast freight No. 
35, south bound, came on. toward the 
yard on the main track. The switch 
happened to be open, and 'the freight 
ran onto the siding, colliding with the 
tankcar. 
The force of the collision 


knocked a hole in the top of the tank 
and the oil ignited. In a moment the

General Su- 
perintendent J. H. Hamilton, with as- 
sistants and a wrecking crew arrived 
and at once set about devising some 
means of running, off the burning tank 
and extinguishing the fire. Suddenly 
Jhere^ was a terrific explosion, caused 
Uy the gM fprzgS&J>y; tjje burning oil 
coming in contact" with tire flames. 
jOjj? tj?2]? ^ent up jn the air, rent in 
two parts, each flying JQ an opposite 
direction. The flying end going "in a 
southerly direction struck in the crowd 
of railroaders, causing the 
fatalities 


and injuries mentioned above. Many 
of the crowd standing near the tank 
were deluged by the banning oil and 
are among the forty-odd injured who 
aro not in the list of those named, 
their injuries not being serious. Those 
killed were literally blown to atoms, 
fragments of the bodies being scat- 
tered in the railroad yards and in ad- 
Joining cornfields. The sufferers were 
removed to hospitals. Coroner Keever 
held an inquest soon after the calam- 
ity, and the jury rendered a verdict 
finding that the accident was caused 
by the night yard crew being asleep 
while on duty.

All the Fauenger* Wore Kxcursloulati 


Out for Pleasure—Horrible Scenes in 
.the Gulch and at the Hospital—Frenzy 
ol Relative*—Sad Day for MauT. 


Tacoma, Wash., July 5.—Nearly 106 
Tacoma, Wash., July 6.—Nearly 100 


persons, passengers on a car bound 
for this city, were plunged down a' 
gulch at Twenty-sixth and C streets. 
Those who ivere standing on the plat- 
form dropped off, only to ba bruised 
and wounded by the-heavy body o£ the 
coach, while others inside were killed 
.and maimed, before they knew what 
iad happened. The car jumped the 
Ttrack, and was smashed to kindling 
'wood in tho bottom of the chasm, over 
:100 feet below. The dead will number 
nearly three score, for there are many 
•of the Injured who will never recover 
.and who are expected to die at any 


• moment, and there are at least sixty, 
.•passengers of the car now in the va- 
rious hospitals and under the care of 
Tiheir own physicians.

It was a spectacle of carnage such as 


is scarcely ev«r observed in war, for 
car wheels and trucks and heavy tim- 
bers make more horrible wounds than 
bullet and shell. And the agonizing 
cries of the wounded and the dying as 
•they lay on the sides of the gulch and 
on the bottom or were held down under 
:heavy timbers that had once formed a 
part of the wrecked car could be heard 
lor blocks away. There was help at 
hand a few moments after the accident 
occurred. Citizens, policemen, firemen 
guardsmen, ex-volunteers and women 
and children aided. 


When the dead had 'been sorted 


jtrom the living and the last one had 
been rescued from the -wreck, excited 
men and women and children besieged 
the 
morgues, searching for missing 


friends.

STABBING AFFRAY 


IS NEARLY FATAL 


BLOODY RESULTS OF A SALOON 


ROW LAST EVENING. 


Lewis Lundenwall Cuts Steve Bestab, a 


Fellow 
Laborer, 
in a 
Dreadful 


Manner— Bestab 
May Recover— 


The Man With the Knife IF Under 
Arrest 


What looked at first sight to be a 


fatal Blabbing affray 
took place last 


evening about 5:45 o'clock on Academy 
street near the side entrance to the sii 
loon and liotel run by Fred Lutz. 
Lewis Lundenwall, aSwiss employed on 
tbe concrete work of the Janeav'ille & 
South Eastern railroad, used a knife on 
Steve Bestab, a fellow laborer, in a .way 
that caused JBeetab to look a& if he had 
been in a sausage machine. 


Dr. J. M. Pember was called imme- 


diately after the cutting took place and 
found that Bestab had received a cut 
directly over the heart under the left arm 
about six inches lonp;, The blade struck 
the ribs laying open the flesh to the 
bone, but not penetrating the lung. 
This was tho most serious wound. 
He 


also received a flesh wound on the left 
hip about six inches long, but not very 
deep, causing the blood to flow in large 
quantities; and a cut on the left thigh 
and leg about a foot long. 
This last 


was more in the nature of a scratch 
Bestab bled copiously and lost an im- 
nuense 
amount of " blood before 
his 


wounds could be dressed.

About 7:30 oVlock the injured man 


was conveyed to the Palmer Hospital 
Dr. Pember visited Bestab this morning 
about 10:30 nod found 
him- resting 


easier and unless something unforeeer 
should arise he anticipated no serious 
results, his conditiou for a day or two 
might be in doubt but it is reasonably 
certain he will pull through. 


The cause of the affray is somewhat 


clouded, but as near as can be found oul 
both men had been drinking and Bestab 
who is a. large mau six feet tall weighing 
about 210 to 220 pounds started a fight 
with Lundetnvall who is a much smaller 
man weighing- about 165 pounds, in 
Lutz saloon and had him down on the 
floor and jumped on him, Lutz rushed 
up and parted the men and told them to 
get outside as he wanted no Sghting in 
the place. 


Beetab walked out the side door to 


Academy street and Lundenwnll stayed 
inside. Bestab came back and' wanted 
Lundenwall to come outside. Lundeo- 
wall said he was not looking for trouble 
and for Bestnb to keep away from him 
or he would fix him. The men got ijto a 
wordy battle and finally went outside 
onto Academy street. Bystanders say 
Lundenwall had a knife in his hand 
when he came outside and told Bestab 
to look out for him, more words followed, 
names being called and finally Bestab 
struck Lundenwall knocking h'im down. 


Biatab, jumped onto. him and com- 


menced pounding and kicking him.when 
Lundeuwall pulled his knife and struck 
three or four times. 


Some men that appeared] on the scene 


grabbed the knife, and separated the 
men. Bestab was carried into Lutz's 
saloon and a call was sent for the police 


Chief £Cogan':wae soon there and nr- 


restedLupdenwall and took him to the 
city lock-up. . Dr. Pember. was called, 
and dressed Bestab's cuts and later he 
WRB taken to the hosr/ital in the patrol 
wagon. '

The knife with which the cutting was 


done WBS:BO ordinary black handled two- 
Waded, one blade about three inches 
long, and not particularly sharp, so that 
Lundenwall must have used considerable 
force to inflict the cuts that show on 
Bestab.

der Foreman Jacob B. Nord. Bestab 
the wounded man, is a Pole and is c. 
powerful 
man. 
Lucdenwall, who did 


the cutting, is a

than Bestab and claims to have been 
sailor. 
He is a pleasant looking fel 


iow and one would not 
pick him out 


as a man with a 
vicious dieposition. 


Both men weru pretty drunk and Bes- 
tab especially so; he vnado such a 
fight that the police had 
to hold him 


while Dr. Peraber dressed his cuts. 
That he is alivo today is because the 
knife blade struck his rib and stopped 
it penetrating his lungs.

1 THEIR HANDS. 


Prevent tbe FaxtinKc of tbe Joint 


Revolution to Amend tbe Constitu- 
tion—Their Indignation Suddenly- 
Cooled. 
Democratic members of the house of 


representatives won a victory for the 
trusts by defeating the joint resolution 
to amend the constitution of the United 
States so 'as to clothe congress with 
power to dissolve corporations, associ- 
ations and partnerships organized and 
conducted with a view to prevent free 
competition, control production and fix 
prices. The vote stood 154 to 331, giv- 
ing a majority 'of 23. The affirmative 
rote was 30 short of the requisite two-' 
thirds. 


Despite tbe brave show of indigna- 


tion and Independence made by a 
num- 


ber of Democrats in caucus only five of 
them, mustered enough courage to go 
on record in favor of the resolution. 
And neither Sulzer, Ruppert, Salmon 
nor Lenta was among them. The five 
•were Messrs. Campbell of Montana. 


• Kaphen and Thayer of Massachusetts, 


Scudder of New York and; Siblcy of 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Xewlands, the Ne- 
vada silver member, voted with the 
Republicans. Two Republicans, Messrs. 
loud and McCall, voted with the 
Dem- 


ocrats. 


Mr. Richardson and his Popocratic 


followers demonstrated their partisan 
consistency in a marked degree. For 
two days they had been indulging in 
and enjoying one of their spasms of In- 
dignation and denunciation on account 
of "trusts and monopolies" and raillnp 
against the "octopus," and then they 
recorded their votes against a proposi- 
tion to give congress power to deal 
' -with the same. 


Mr. De Armond of Missouri closed 


the debate in opposition to the bill and 
Mr. Littlefield of Maine in favor of it. 
Both of them are members of the Judi- 
ciary committee.. The latter'g speech 
was a valuable contribution to the dis- 
cussion despite tbe fact that it was 
marked by allusions and references to 
the Democratic party which mnde it 
unsuitable for circulation as .a Demo- 
cratic campaign <k>cument. 


Representative Richardson (Dem.) of 


Tennessee, following In the wake of 
the Democratic national chairman, has 
also tried to "do the right thing" by 
the sugar trust. HP offered a-joint 
resolution providing for the admission 
1140 the United States free of duty of 
all sugar and molasses imported from 
,Puba and Porto Rico. This would re- 
duce the revenue of the national treas- 
ury by about ?25,000,000 a year and 
make an annual gift of at least §15,- 
000,000 of that sum to the sugar trust, 
which is the principal Importer of 
sugar in the Jnited States. 


While Mr. Richardson does not go so 


far as his Democratic colleague and of- 
fer to refund to the- sugar trust the 
back duties that they have already 
paid, still his proposition is a very gen- 
erous one, and the motive that prompt- 
ed it should be appreciated when the 
Democratic campaign collection box 
reaches the Wall street offices of the 
great sugar trust. The ways and means 
committee very properly and very 
promptly sat down upon this Demo- 
cratic effort to enrich the sugar trust. 


CANADA'S BAD BARGAIN. 


Free Trade IM Cutting tbe Ground 


From Under Her Imluxtrlm. 


In granting British manufacturers an 


•Increase 
in 
the 
preferential 
tariff 


amounting to 33 1-3' por cent, without 
obtaining a solitary concession of any 
kind in favor of Canadian exports, the 
Dominion government has furnished a 
fine object lesson in economics. It il- 
lustrates the unlimited possibilities of 
free trade in tho direction of egregious 
folly. 


Canada's surplus foodstuffs or any 


other things which she, has to sell aiv 
received in the British markets exactly 
as the exports of other countries are 
received—that 'is, duty free. Therefore 
the Canadian farmer gets no benefit 
from the preferential tarifC. How does 
the Canadian manufacturer fare? Very 
much worse than the farmer, for he is 
forced to compete with British rnado 
goods admitted at reduced rates of 
duty. 
, 


The Canadian woolen industry is 


threatened with extinction by reason 
of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's bad bargain. 
The woolen manufacturers have pro 
tested in vain against having the 
ground cot from under their feet In 
this foolish fashion. Other Canadian 
Industries will be crippled, many of 
them ruined, by the inflow of cheap 
British goods. The Dominion wonders 
why its population increases so slowly. 
Free trade statesmanship furnishes an 
answer to the query.
